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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's affirmed election of Group I invention, claims 1 -1 5, with traverse is 
acknowledged. However, because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). Therefore, in view of lack of traversal to 
restriction requirement set forth from Response to Restriction Requirement, the 
restriction set forth by the examiner is deemed proper and is therefore made Final. 

2. In view of amendment filed June 13, 2005, the objection to specification due to 
minor issue is withdrawn. Further, the objection of claim 5 due to minor informalities is 
withdrawn. 

3. In view of amendment filed June 1 3, 2005, the rejection of Claims 1 -1 1 and 1 5 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McGall et al. (US Patent 5,412,087) 
in view of Ananiev (US Pub. 2002/0058252), is withdrawn.
